"As a matter of fac-t -s\e do not krow 
what the Oakland problem is 
"We have 


not the facts to w ork upon. 
It is to 


get at the facts that the survey of hous- 
ing conditions -nhlch has been ordered 
"v*iu bt earned out. 


"Each industrial community has its 


Individual problem, and the solution must 
take into consideration all the local fac- 
tors which make it different from every 
other city In the countrv. 


"Before we can go ahead intelligently 


w« must have 
the facts. 
At present 


these facts are merely guessed at. 


"Co-operative building and housing on 


«. large scale, with the dividends on the 
enterprise reduced to about 4 per cent., 
so that the benefit of better development 
at less cost may accrue to the worker 
seeking a home may be the solution here. 
It may he that our survey will show that 
the demand for homes is so real and so 
urgent that the people with land will 
immediately see the advantage of Im- 
proving it, and that the banks \vlll be 
willing to loan the money for the work 
on the basis of the situation as pre- 
sented. 
"We cannot tell until we have 


learned what the situation actually, is in 
this community " 


PLAN FORMULATED 


Co-operation with the State Housing 


Commission was assured by the general 
committee, and a plan of work was for- 
mulated and adopted, including the ap- 
pointment of sub-committees to have 
charge of the various phases of the work. 
The working organization consists of a 
general committee, with an executive 
committee working under its general di- 
rection, and having active supervision of 
the work of the sub-committees and the 
deputies of the State Housing Commis- 
sion. The sub-committees are a general 
Information committee, to get in touch 
with other cities, and correlate the gen-

istration at "\Vashmgton. Under orders Is- 
sued today by Ralph E. Merritt, Cali- 
fornia Federal Food Commissioner, retail 
grocers, on and after January 1, 1918, will 
be prohibited from selling more than five 
pounds of sugar and fifty pounds of flour 
at one time, to a single family. 


The measure, which is of a drastic 


nature, is designed to prevent hoarding 
of supplies, and to work a consumption 
conservation. It is applicable to whole- 
sale concerns in that it prohibits the sale 
of sugar in Quantities of more than 1000 
pounds at a time to a single retailer. 


In rural communities, families are per- 


mitted to buy a larger quantity. As high 
as a half barrel to a family la allowed, 
at one time.

crime. 
He was 


forced to flee to America and brought 
his bride with him. Here, according 
to her story, he attempted to force 
her into a life of shame>*and she ap- 
pealed to the authorities. 
She has 


since been living- with Mrs, Charles 
C. Mohun, president of the Befriend- 
ing Girls' Aid Society.
